Clay and the Massachusetts Oelegatioiu 

It was in the role of the compromiser 
that Clay appeared to the greatest ad- 
vantage combating the extremistn of the 

North and the ( xtremists of the South, 
and the organization of the Terri,tories 
acquired by the Mexican war, when 
Congress sat iiniiiternii)to<lly from the 
firet Monday of Dec( mber, 1S4(), to Sop- 
tember 30, 1850, gave him au opportu- 
nity to display his talenta in that regard, 
trying to find .soino ^.ltl factory mi»hllo 
ground for o^ljiL-stment. A stranger at 
times would have thouglit ho was at war 
with the wliole S.-nate, there being no 
one to take his part. But he never lost 
his courage nor his liopet. After one of 
his days of severe oonfl'ot, he took his 
seat at the dinner talile without saying a 
word to aii^ one of ud. Senator Ber- 
rien said : 

**Mr. Clay, why don't you speak? Are 
you angl^ nt evervboily?" 

•»That*8 just it," said Mr. Clay. " I 
can not say that I am angry at any one 
in part'cular. I think I um angry at 
every one. Here is our country upon 
the very verge of civil war, which every 
one pretends to ])e anxious to aviidd, yet 
every one watjts hia own way, irrespec- 
tive of the interests and wishes of others. 
And when I sat town to the table the 
thought Rtruek me that around me were 
gathered men repri-sentitig dill'erent ex- 
tremes, who had iutluoiiee enough to set- 
tle the entire matter. Come, gentlemen, 
go to my parlor afti'r diimer and h't mo 
lock you all in, and I, remaining outside, 
will agree to present any plan of concil- 
iation tlmt yon m iy agree ui)on, to the 
Senate and advocate it. Hero is Judge 
Conrad, of New Orleans, Judge Berrien, 
of (reorgia, Wentworth, from Chicago," 
and so he went on naming us all as his 
special committee. But we did not 
meei About this time a committee of 
the prominent citizens of Boston, inter- 
ested in manufacturing, met him in the 
public parlor and solicited his aid in 
securing more fav<»able l^ialation upon 
the taritr. IJeforo a large uumbef of 
people he broke out in this way : 

**Dou't talk to me about tariil when it 
U doubtful whether we have any coun- 
try. Go and see your Mnspa^husetts 
delegation and urge them to lay aside 
their sectional jealousies, to cease ex- 
asperating the South, and to cultivate a 
spirit of peace. Save yonrootintiy, and 
then talk about your tarilf." 

Tbe Boston gentlemen were shocked. 
They did not exptct sncb a recei>ti«>n, 
and were bold to say ho to some of "Mr. 
Clay's best friends. The next day, as he 
entered the dining-room, he saw them 
sitting at a table by themsidves, and, 
taking a seat l)y them, he thussjxjke : 

*' I feel greatly encouraged in tiiia day's 
poeeedings. 'We have had several 

favora))le test votes, and it looks as if we 
had all the extremists at bay. Stay a 
few days and mollify some of tlie fanatics 
in your Massaohusetts delegation. But, 
if you mu .t go, leave nil your jinpers in 
my parlor, and use it as your headquar- 
ters to write out what yon desire of me. 
Let this trouble once be settled aud your 
industries shall be brought to the most 
prosperous condition." 

Then the Boston gentlemen received a 
shock of luintiicr kind, and . JOQ ooold 
hear them saying: 

** Was there ever such another man? 
With what z<<al does he adTOoate every

Xitocri^, the spouse of Nebuchadnez- 
zar, is di scribed by M, liaudrillort as 
the soul of h:s works, and to her is attrib- 
uted tile ui biy;n oi the lake named after 
her, which served the double purpose of 
a fortili. ation nnd a dam ngainst the 
Euphrates when in flood. The famous 
hanging gardens are also attributed to 
female influence, to the longing of a 
Median Princess, b«>rn in a more elevated 
region, for the coolness and shade of her 
native moimtains. There were five ol 
these gardens, abt)ut four English acrea 
each, on terraces supported by columns* 
and oovered with mold thick enough for 
the largest trees to take root in. One of 
the columns was hollow, and contained a 
hydraulic machine to raise the required 
qmuitity of water. In faot, the art of 
gardening, with all its modern appliances, 
mcludiug irrigatidh aiid the transplanta- 
tion of gi'own trees, was practiced in 
Babvlon as effectively as in the Boiadt 
Boulogne or Hyde Park.
